’Tis the Will of the People and All 
Attempts to Dbstruct Will 
l*rove Futile.

S t . Louis, M o . J u n e 12. — This is 
the people's year. 
At no time in our 
history since the civil war has the 
irresistible power of public opinion 
been so remarkably exhibited as in 
that movement which will culmi­ 
nate in the nomination of M c K i n ­ 
ley. 
Gradually gathering strength 
as opposition develops,like the cur­ 
rent of the Mississippi in the June 
rise, It has swept away all obstacles, 
bearing great rivals, favorite sons, 
parochial statesmen, local jealous­ 
ies, 
scoffs, 
sneers and individual 
disparagements into the vortex of 
popular disapprobation. 
It is not underestimating the force 
of the combination against Blaine 
in 1876 and 1880 to say that neither 
was exceeded in power and skill by 
that which has been arrayed against 
M cK inley. 
The campaign of his 
adversaries has been conducted with 
admirable 
temper 
and 
dexterity. 
The plan of operations was both 
plausible and profound. 
By adroit 
appeals to personal ambition and 
the pride of 
locality 
it 
was 
at­ 
tempted to distract and divide the 
friends and supporters of M cKinley 
and secure delegations that in the 
final outset would repeat the tactics 
that brought about the nomination 
of Garfield over Blaine. 
From the 
beginning 
M cKinley 
has been the only candidate who 
was seriously regarded by the coun- 
try. 
Mr. Reed has 
high intellectual 
powers, immense force of charac 
ter, an impressive personality and, 
by his long and valuable public ser­ 
vices, has won the enduring regard 
of his countrymen. 
But the sentiment of New E n g ­ 
land, 
as shown by the 
action of 
Vermont and New 
Hampshire, was 
undoubtedly for M cKinley. 
Governor Morton, 
by his 
con­ 
gressional and 
diplomatic career, 
by his eminent and creditable dis­ 
charge of the duties of office of vice 
president, by his business ability, 
resulting in 
a great fortune hon­ 
orably acquired and worthily em­ 
ployed, anvd by the graces of his de­ 
meanor, has achieved a rank among 
statesmen that justifies any aspira­ 
tions. 
But, outside ot the money chang­ 
ers, 
the sober second thought 
of 
New York was for M cKinley. 
Senator Quay occupies a unique 
and commanding position in A m er­ 
ican politics. 
A silent man, 
with 
unvaried capacity for organization, 
secretive, 
mysterious, 
constant in 
friendship, loyal to party obliga­ 
tions, capable of self-sacrifice, 
su­ 
preme in the affections of the repub­ 
licans of his state. 
But for his intervention, P ennsyl­ 
vania had been for M cKinley. 
Senatoi Allison,* by forty years in 
the house and senate, had acquired 
knowledge and experience in g o v ­ 
ernmental affairs not published to 
the 
nation. 
A 
wise, 
safe, 
ca u ­ 
tious, 
prudent 
counselor; 
level­ 
headed and sane in

gency; of

his state justly 
hontired him with her confidence.

have learned that the American la ­ 
borer earns no wages on com m od­ 
ities made abroad, and that if a man 
has no money it makes no differ­ 
ence to him how cheap the neces­ 
saries of life are at home. 
They 
have been indifferent to the allure­ 
ments of the markets of the world. 
M cKinley's unprecedented popu­ 
larity and strength come almost ex­ 
clusively 
from 
his 
identification 
with an idea and a policy that the 
mass of the people believe to be in ­ 
dispensable 
to 
national 
solvency 
and 
individual 
prosperity 
They 
have at last become fully conscious 
of the possession of power and res­ 
olutely determined upon 
its exer­ 
cise. 
They 
have 
emancipated 
themselves 
from the dominion of 
bosses and rings and machines. 
The convention will be a ratifi­ 
cation 
meeting; 
the 
verdict 
has 
been written. 
The decree of the 
people will be promulgated. Allison, 
Reed, 
Morton and Quay may be 
put in nomination, but it will be a 
perfunctory 
performance; 
target 
practice; fulmination; firing in the 
air volleys over the dead. 
Platt is here, but there is neither 
[•ride in his port nor defiancejn his 
eye. 
He is too astute a politician 
not to know that he is championing 
another lost cause; that he is fight­ 
ing the inevitable. 
It is said that 
he will bolt if his delegates are not 
seated. And there are vague rumors 
and floating-whispers of dynamite 
explosions and some waiting catas­ 
trophe in the convention, but they 
excite small interest, are answered 
with a languid smile, and the com- 
mi«tee proceeds with composure to 
hear contested cases and seat M c ­ 
Kinley delegates.

arouses compassion. 
A f ­ 
ter conceding, in an unguarded m o­ 
ment of candor, 
the nomination of 
M cKinley on the first 
ballot,

now urges the friends of Mr. Reed 
to more strenuous efforts in his be­ 
half. 
These statements appear in­ 
compatible with 
each other, 
and 
also with Mr. 
Manley's reputation 
as a political manager, but it is dif­ 
ficult to perceive why he should be 
charged with treachery. 
The fame 
©f Mr. Reed is too great to be en­ 
hanced by the frivolous distinction 
of being eulogized in a nominating 
speech and registered as an unsuc­ 
cessful aspirant for the presidency.

When the American labor­ 
ing man goes to pay Tor the nails 
and other iron that goes into his 
home, he may enjoy the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that he has paid a 
great deal more . for them than an 
Englishman 
or 
an Italian would 
have had to pay for the same arli- 
cles from the same American fac­ 
tory. 


Nor is the iron trust the only 
combine that has grown more brazen 
with every breeze that swells the 
sails of the McKinley craft. 
The 
salt men have probably been sub- 
ected to the “ fat frying” process, 
and they, too, are hungry for an 
opportunity to get a tighter

handled from the first by the cheap labor of 
the old world, it is prepared and put into 
the market at a price entirely below’ the 
cost of American salt. ” 
This, too, m face of the fact that 
nature ha§ scattered vast deposits 
of salt with- a free hand over the 
land so that it can be produced in 
this country as cheaply as it can be 
brought here from any other coun­ 
try. 
We have seen the effects of an 
increase in the tariff rates. 
The people have seen trusts and 
combines grow rich and powerful,
